OTTAWA, June 4th.—This spring 
has been described as the most back- 
ward in the history of Eastern Canada. 
The Dominion Field Husbandman, 
P. O. Ripley, has pointed out that in 
the 58 years in which the Central 


Experimental Farm at Ottawa _ has 
kept records the rainfall from the 


beginning of March to May 28th is 
higher than for the same.three months 
in any previous year. 


Means a Decline in Volume. 

Unquestionably this handicap, which 
fortunately is offset by more favorable 
conditions in the West means a decline 
in the volume of the grain crop, but Mr. 
Ripley describes the situation as ‘‘not 
hopeless by any means”, 

He describes experiments carried out 
from 1929 to 1935 in seeding of 
spring grains at fortnight intervals. 
Wheat sown May Ist averaged in 
yield 23.2.bushels per acre; June Ist, 
12.3 bushels; barley sown May Ist, 
38.8 bushels, June Ist, 33.8 bushels; 
Banner Oats May Ist, 49.2, June Ist, 
33.8 bushels; Alaska oats May Ist, 
45.7 bushels, and June Ist, 45.2 
bushels. Barley sown June. 15th, 
yielded 29.5 bushels, Banner oats 
24 bushels and Alaska oats 35.9 
bushels. ‘‘With early oats—such as 
Cartier, Alaska or Ajax and _ rust 
resistant oats: such as Vanguard, 
Erban or Beaver seeding would seem 
advisable even up to June 15th. 
Results from late sowing of barley 
should be even more gatisfactory” 
Mr. Ripley has advised. |

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CANADA AT THE HAGUE ‘ 


Canada played an important role in the proceed- 


ings of the International Federation of Agriculture - 


at the Hague. The brief of the Canadian Federation 
of Agriculture was evidently well prepared—as was 
the presentation made a year ago. It won strong 
endorsement from thejconference. Mr. Hannam 
warned: 

“The lack of progress in implementing the FAO 
program is a matter of deep concern and disappoint- 
ment to us. A continuation of this delay and trend 
will simply permit us to drift into the vicious 
nationalistic trading practices which prevailed in 
the period between the two world wars. People 
everywhere will recall all too vividly the paradox 
of embarrassing surpluses, clogging markets, driving 
producers’prices to disastrous levels, while at tne 
same time failing nopelessly to feed people wao 
needed food. A repetition of this experience must 
be avoided at all costs. Here lies the challenge to 
this Conference and to our International Federation.” 

Minister of Agriculture Mansholt of Holland 


- stated: “Increase of production is the slogan every- 


where and there can be no doubt about the necessity 
of it. For here are still nations whose possibilities 
for consumption are quantitatively and qualitatively 


- far below every reasonable minimum. But measures 


assuring the farmer of being able to sell his produce 
at paying prices are also indispensable.

position in the field of broadcasting which he had 
designed for it. We hope the structure he built 
will not now be wrecked at the instance of interested 
critics. 

Today, the CBC needs new sources of revenue, 
and we think its application should be treated 
liberally. It has done a good job under difficult 
circumstances. ‘The license fee it levies is about 
half as much as the amount the British Broadcasting 
Company receives from owners of radio sets. The 
Corporation desires that the costs of collection 
shall be borne from the general revenue of Canada. 
We can see no sound reason why this should not be

A WORTHY APPEAL 

One feature of the new blood transfusion service | 
which the Canadian Red Cross Society is now 
undertaking will commend itself very strongly 


indeed to Alberta farm people, who have for years 


advocated health services based on need, and not 
merely on ability to pay. The new service- will 
provide blood to all who need it, free. 

That there are many cases where this service 
should be used is very clear. It is the opinion of 
medical men that the use of blood transfusion . 
therapy quickly—right in the field—was an import- 
ant factor in the saving of the large numbers of 
servicemen who survived serious wounds during 
the war. And a very large proportion of those who 
die in times of peace from accidents of all kinds 
as well as from certain diseases, we are assured, 
might be saved if new blood could be provided with- 
out delay. 

There is no effective substitute for blood from 
human beings; and the Red Cross believes that it 
should not -be allowed to become a commodity for 
sale, but that it sliould be a gift, freely offered by. 
one to another. 

To enable the Red Cross to carry out its plan 
fully, a great number of donors must volunteer. 
There should be a very general response to this 
appeal.

business. About 1400 or 1500 will be 
coming to Ontario. It was stated 
some time ago in Parliament that 
“‘some thousands”’ of displaced persons 
would be examined, so that the 
immigration of lumber workers and 
girls to textile plants may be taken 
as the first major grouping of people 
from these camps to Canada. The 
extent of this immigration is still not 
clear. 

Although the subject has passed out 
of the stage of exactly current news, 
it might not be amiss to mention again 
the general position of PFRA, as 
explained about a fortnight ago in 
the House of Commons by the 
Minister of Agriculture. For consti- 
tutional reasons there is no intention 
of expanding the provisions of this act 
to other Provinces, but it will continue 
as applicable to the established PF RA 
areas in Manitoba, Saskatchewan and 
Alberta. 

The PFRA was passed in 1935 
(with later amendments) when drought 
conditions had reached such a serious 
pitch that it was doubted if some areas 
could continue to support their popula- 
tion at all. The program was with 
Federal aid to conserve water supplies 


Attention - Farmer Co-operators 
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F; ree Blood Transfusions Servi ce Planned

Above a laboratory technician is seen taking a sample of blood, for typing, from 
prospective donor. This is one step in the service planned by the Canadian Red 
Cross, by which blood transfusion will be available, free, to all those who need it. 
The first step will be the enrolment’ of donors, to take place in Alberta from June 
15th to 21st; persons in good health, from 18 to 65 years of age, are asked to volunteer 
to donate blood two or three times a year. The Red Cross will provide all the technical 
services, such as storing the blood and having it available at depots for the emergencies 
in which it can be, literally, a matter of life and death. Children suffering bad burns 
and accidents, mothers suffering hemorrhage in childbirth, patients on the operating 
table—these are the people for whom blood transfusion is so vitally necessary. It is 
for all such cases that the new service is planned. d .

By CLAUDE R. WICKARD, Former U.S. Secretary 
of Agriculture 


YOUR ANNUAL MEETING 


In the following article condensed from an address, Claude Rh. 
Wickard, former- Secretary of Agriculture of the United States, 
sets forth in very clear and convincing fashion some of the things 


which Co-operatives must do in 


order to be assured not only of 


temporary successes, but of continuing growth and steadily increasing 
efficiency in service to their members. 

As the date of the Annual General Meeting of the Southern 
Alberta Dairy Pool approaches (Thursday, June 19th, in the 
Wheat Pool Board Room, Calgary) there are certain other matters 
that might well be kept in mind. This Annual Meeting, for 
instance, as the governing body of the Co-operative, provides the 
occasion on which major matters of policy are settled. It is therefore 
up to every individual member of the Pool to make his views on 
Pool matters known to his delegate in order that they may be dealt 

’ with at the meeting. Your officers and management and staff want 
to know what your problems are and what your opinions are. 
Now is the best time of any tolet them know, through your delegate.

HAVE A KEEN personal interest in the co-operative movement, 
having helped organize and operate at least twofarmer co-operatives 


in my home state of Indiana. 


During my tenure in Washington, 


I had an opportunity to observe the co-operative movement from the 
government side, and I am more firmly convinced than ever of its worth 


to its membership and to the nation. 


Fundamental Objective 

Services at cost, and with the 
elimination of unnecessary costs, are 
a fundamental objective of co-opera- 
tives whether producer or consumer. 
High quality standards, or ‘‘results in 
usage’, is another primary co-opera- 
tive goal. To the extent that co- 
operatives achieve economies and set 
new high standards in goods and 
services, they are performing a public 
service. .It is the public service 
attribute of co-operative operations 
that places a grave responsibility on 
co-operative leaders. 

It is my observation that the 
co-operative. movement has achieved 
a high state of public. acceptance. 
By and large, the public likes the 
co-operative idea. 

Three Primary Things 

In order for:the public to continue 
to be sympathetic with the co-operative 
idea, I believe that there are three 
primary objectives you need to keep 
in mind: ; 

1. Maintain a sound businesslike 
co-operative structure. 

2. Adhere to your ideals that are 
in the public interest. 

3. See that the public understands 
your motives at your principles 
and your course of action. 

The co-operative movement has 
come a long way since its modest 
beginnings in England a century ago. 
But the solid foundation of this 
movement has remained down through 
the years and should continue to be 
efficiency and economy through self- 
reliance. ; 

There is always a need to perpetuate 
good leadership by training men for 
key managerial positions. The de- 
mands upon the ingenuity and skills 
of leadership in the coming years will, 
in all probability, be even greater 
than it was during the war. To cope. 
with future problems will present both 
an opportunity and an obligation to 
co-operative leadership, as well as to 


co-operative members in general. It 
is an obligation because all of us owe 
it to those who fought and to our 
country to do everything we can to 
avett the chaos and human misery 
that stalked our Nation after the 
last war. 


Must Plan Ahead 


Here are some things that I have 
been thinking about which I believe 
co-operatives could well afford to 
consider in connection with their 
plans for the future: 

1. Co-operatives must continue to 
justify their existence by services 
performed. For the consumer co-. 
operatives as well as the farm supply 
co-operatives, this may mean reaching 


‘back farther toward the sources of 


supply and working closer with the 
primary producers of these supplies. 
or the producer co-operatives this 
may mean more# widely extending 
services toward the consumer. 

2. Co-operatives must adhere more 
closely than ever to that precept of 
their legislative charter: to - prevent 
inefficient and wasteful methods of’ 
distribution. 

3. Co-operatives must think in 
terms of volume of business and 
savings, yes—but they must not lose

4. Co-operatives need ‘to better 
inform the general publi¢ as. to what 
they are trying to do and how they 
are doing it. 

5. Farmer co-operatives need to 
work closer with the other ‘great 
segments of the American public. 
As groups which have a responsiblity 
to the general public, it behooves them 
to co-operate closely with labor, for 
example. : 

6. Co-operatives must keep their 
own house in order so that at all times 
they will be able to muster their full 
strength against the winds of adversity.

Conservation in Alberta.—The 
question of Conservation covers a 
large field of endeavour. We have our 
Dominion Experimental farms and the 


Provincial Department of Agriculture - 


who are primarily interested in the 
conservation of farm lands. 

Soil drifting, water erosion and the 
weed menace are problems that stand 
in the foreground as requiring urgent 
attention. However, conservation 
must of necessity cover wider range 
of activities. These go back to the 
source of our rivers, which in turn 
supply our cities with domestic water 
and our arid prairie lands with irriga- 
tion water. 

Dams are being built to hold the 
spring run-off which will develo 
water power and conserve this life 
giving liquid for use during the season. 

hese dams are essential, but the 
objective of the Canadian Forestry 
Association is to conserve the forests. 
so that water can be kept on mountain 
slopes and valleys, thus maintaining 
river flow by natural means. 

The work of the Canadian Forestry 
Association is particularly important 
at the present time in that an agrée- 
ment has been reached between the 
Dominion and Provincia] governments 
to implement an extensive conservation 
and reforestation project on the East- 
ern slope of the Rocky Mountains. 

The work of this organization is 
headed by Robson Black of Montreal 
as President. He is assisted by Pro- 
vincial committees. R. D. Purdy, 
Manager of the Alberta Wheat Pool 
is Chairman of the Southern Alberta 
committee.

LONDON, Eng.—Throughout Bri- 
tain there is great satisfaction among.

held in Windsor’s Royal Park in 1939— 
a meeting that rounded off a long 
series of wonderful shows and one 
that will not be surpassed for the 
comprehensiveness or the magnificence 
of its display for many years to come, 
Graced by the presence of King 
George VI and Queen Elizabeth, and 
attended also by visitors from all 
parts of the British Commonwealth, 
that show excelled anything that had 
preceded it in the splendour of its 
shop-window presentation of all that 
is best in-British agriculture.

Will Be “Austerity” Show 


What are we likely to see at this 
remarkable revival? In the first place 
it must be emphasised that it can in 
no way approach in size and still less 
in splendor the Windsor event of 1939. 
It is, indeed, to be an “austerity” 
show, stripped of* all trimmings that 
are merely decorative. Britain’s 
post-war trials and shortages would 
insist upon such truncation, even if 
it had not been made a condition of 
the Government’s permission to hold 
the show. Britain’s recent crises and 
the new drive for production will 
accentuate the labor scarcity, but 
the Society has long realized the 
magnitude of the obstacles and has 
taken all steps that could reasonably 
be foreseen to ensure success on the 
restricted scale expected. \ 


Overseas Visitors Welcome 


We shall specially welcome at this 
year’s ‘Royal’ visitors from overseas, 
and especially from the British 
Dominions. Visitors from abroad have 
always received a welcome and have 
been conducted round the show. 
The years of World War II have 
brought farmers all over the world 
into closer co-operation with a fuller 
understanding of each other’s problems 
and this year we look forward to giving 
our visitors a better welcome than 
ever before. Sir Archibald Weigall, 
who is this year’s president of the 
Society, has had wide first-hand ex- 
perience of overseas agriculturists, 
and well knows what features are likely 
to interest them. 


Notwithstanding all the emphasis 
on austerity which will*be everywhere 
apparent at Lincoln, there will be as 
full a representation of the British 
stock-breeding industry as ever. Even 
compared with the peak 1939 Windsor 
show, there will be but one cattle 
breed missing. This is the Blue Albion, 
which came into prominence after 
World War I. 


‘Great Display For Leading Dairy 


Breeds 


This year it is expected that the 
five or six leading dairy breeds will 
make a great display. ‘The reason is 
that during the war years, with the 
constant demand for more milk, there 
has sprung up strong competition 
among breeders and all are eager to 
of their own

and Friesians are likely to have the 
strongest classes numerically, and 
whereas ‘the Channel Island breeds 
often follow next in -order (though

“Health Survey of 
Warwick Farm 
Edgerton, Alberta 

Dear Farm Women: 

I have just been looking over a 
“Health Survey of Canadian Schools”. 
Now do not think me the painstaking, 
methodical person who has carefully 
studied all the figures and graphs and 
is now a walking encyclopaedia on 
the subject—far trom tnat. But I 
did see enough to make.me think 
afresh how the work of the school is 
being widened, and of the ways it is 
beginning to be. realized that the 
school can serve the young people of 
today by other means than merely 
inculcating a knowledge of the three 
R’s or creating a wholesome respect 
for the strap or the rod or whatever 
it was that was called into service 
when emergency demanded. 


Co-operation Between Teachers and 
Trustees 


The survey also brought to my 
mind a paragraph I had noted in an 
article by the President of the School 
Trustees’ Association in their magazine. 
In this he had said he hoped for an 
increasing se of co-operation be- 
tween the hers and the trustees, 
and hoped the two bodies could meet 
together more often than now, when 
they meet usually over a matter of 
salaries—upon which their opinions 
so often differed. *He thought the 
trustees could learn more of the prob- 
lems of the school room and play 
grounds, and the teachers more of 
the problems of the trustees. For 
many new problems do present them- 
oth, with' the increased 
service which is expected, and rightly 
expected, of the schools today. But 
teachers and trustees, our ,Provincial 
Government*and the public generally 
must realize.that this service calls 
for more than the payment of teachers’ 
salaries as the one expense of the school. 

In this survey, which was sponsored 
by the Canadian Education Association 
and the Canadian Public Health 
Association, the Ministers of Health 
and Education in each Province 
appointed a Provincial Committee 
for School Health Research. The 
committees represented both depart- 
ments of government and included 
persons in administrative positions 
and those in actual contact with the 
schools, from the different Provinces. 

The matter of the health of the 
pupils is being studied and the findings 
reported under the different heads of 
School Environment, Health Teaching 
in the Schools, Physical Education 
Teaching in the Schools, Nutrition in 
the Schools'and Mental Health in the 
schools—both pupils and_ teachers. 
Under each ‘heading reeommendations 
are made. 

Most Hopeful Thing 


rsIt is a most hopeful thing that 
attention is thus being directed to 
the needs of the schools, to the help 
that can be given to-develop healthy 
boys and girls—healthy in both body 
and mind. These changes always 
take a working up of public opinions, 
a countering of the efforts of those 
who do not want to take any*forward 
steps and an arousing of the indifferent. 
And is not one of the greatest features 
of this awakening of public opinion 
the realization that so often it will be 
the boys and the girls from the poorest 
homes who will get the most benefit 
as more of the needs of boyhood and 
girlhood are provided for?

D.C.D,—This is a good example of 
the necessity of settling every import- 
ant detail when an agreement is made. 
This is a farm to farm transaction, 
but not involving feed, and there is 
no maximum or minimum price applic- 
able. « The whole question is what 
would be considered a fair price for 
the type of oats which were sold to 
you, particularly as you used part for 
seed, and the same question applies 
to the wheat. 

With respect to wheat it must be 
remembered that the Vendor could 
have sold at the elevator and partici- 
pated later in whatever distribution 
is made.by the Wheat Board. How- 
ever, there is no fixed rule settling the 
price which you should pay under the 
circumstances. I think the Vendor’s

“Here in Canada, the Canadian 
Federation of Agriculture must use 
all the strength and prestige it has to 
press upon our Government the 
importance of backing FAO to the 
full. The FAO organization itself, 
made up of representatives of signatory 
Governments, is well directed and well 
staffed, and is doing a big job in its 
efforts to get the world food program 
under way. There is grave danger of 
the program falling through because 
of indifference or inaction on the part 
of Governments.”’

Means of Maintaining 
Soil Fertility 

Wheat and straw from a twenty- 
bushel crop remove about $10 worth 
of mineral elements from an acre of 
land, states a recent bulletin of Line 
Elevators Farm Service, adding that 
unfortunately soil erosion can cause 
an even greater annual fertility loss 
than this. Maintenance of soil fertility, 
it is pointed out, depends upon proper 
tillage, crop rotation, and the use of 
manures and commercial fertilizers. 
Use of summerfallow practices which 
will kill weeds and store moisture 
without destroying the structure of 
the soil particles is important. Periodic 
use of grass-legume mixtures is’ an 
excellent way to maintain and increase 
fertility. Well-rotted manure 
applied at the rate of 10 tons per acre 
has a fertilizer value of over $20 an 
acre. Dealing with commercial 
fertilizers, it is stated that phosphate 
fertilizers (11-48 Ammonium Phos- 
phate) give the best results in the 
black soil regions, but for eroded soils; 
low in organic- matter, and where all 
straw and stubble are worked into 
the land, applications of 16-20 Am- 
monium Rhosphate are required.
